In Gettysburg By New Oxford Baby Shoe Company 


NAB JUVENILES

A lot of Gettysburg babies are 
probably wearing soft soled shoes or 
baby booties that were made right 
here in town, and their parents, who 
bought the shoes here, perhaps never j 
even heard of the factory that makes I 
them. 
Hundreds of these baby shoes are I 
being turned out daily in a factory 
at the rear of 149 E ist Middle street. ; 
They go to stores, shoe companies or 
jobbers iii larger cities. Many of 
them return to Gettysburg to be 
displayed and sold in retail stores 
here, without an inkling, in most i 
cases, that they originated here in 
the first place. 
Tile local factory is the New' Ox­ 
ford Baby Shoe company. It was 
started seven years ago at New O x­ 
ford. and moved to Gettysburg Ja n ­ 
uary I of this year, but retained the 
old name in its new location. 
“We were known to the trade un­ 
der the New- Oxford name,” says 
David C. Bfoser, Jr.. 
manager of 
the shoe factory. "W e thought about 
changing our name, and had under 
consideration calling it the ‘Lincoln 
Shoe company,’ but decided that

“No Break of Peace" 
F ranco said the U N. c h a rte r pro­ 
hibited intervention in m a tte rs es­ 
sentially w ithin the dom estic Juris- 
diction of any suite. 
"If these very nations w hich are 
m em bers are not obliged to subm it 
to agreem ents concerning essen tial­ 
ly dom estic m anners;* he said. "to 
a m uch lesser degree would there 
be subm ission on the p a rt of one 
w hich Is not under its jurisdiction 
and h as not even requested to be 
adm itted." 
F ranco added th a t the U.N. S e­ 
curity council had been show n "th at 
Spain had not caused a breach cf 
the peace, and could in no case— 
through her im putation, industrial 
preparation or m ilitary pow er—con­ 
stitu te an effective th re a t 
to the 
peace w ith respect to the pow er and 
m eans of the U nited N ations." 
He said Spain would "not accept 
any kind of reprehension" from the 
U N. and would not seek to join the 
U.N. until th a t agency had attained 
w hat he term ed "a degree of calm ­ 
ness sufficient to m ake possible its 
work in the cause of peace and u n ­ 
til th e passions provoked by the war 
have become extinct.''
